is estimated there will be no fewer than 
11,000 here next week. 
Of this large 
number comparatively few will have 
menus of support, and the officials are 
considering how to furnish them sub­ 
sistence.

NEW NEGRO JNSTITUTION 


Scientific and Ethinological Academy 
of the United State© Founded. 
Atlanta, July 8.—After a session last­ 
ing three days prominent negro church­ 
men of the south aud their brotaren of 
the north have formed an institution to 
be known as tho Scientific and Ethmo- 
logical Academy of the United States.

Give© Condition of Trade and 
ped© For Future. 
Now York, July 8.— Bradstreet’s to­ 
day says: 
Holiday observances aud 
semiannual stock takings have worked 
toward quiet in general trade aud In 
dnstry, but It is significant of the favor­ 
able conditions ruling in this as com 
pared with previous years that trade 
advices point to rather more than the 
average business being done, notwith 
standing the checks to demand and ship­ 
ment above mentioned. 
Additional re­ 
sults of the season's work brought to 
light are fully as favorable as those in 
dicated in Bradstreet's report last week 
and furnish an adequate basis for the 
general air of confidence with which 
the business world faces later half of 
the year. 
Bank clearings returns fully bear out 
estimates given last week, pointed to 
unprecedented totals and enormous 
gains for tho six mouths period over 
preceding years, while Bradstreet’s re­ 
port as to prices points to a steady 
strengthening of quotations of staples 
and exceptionally few decreases in 
prices registered in Jane. 
Ail indications favor a total of export 
trade little below that of last yoar’s 
phenomenal total, what little falling off 
there has been shown being due to re­ 
duced European takings of American 
food products. 
Preliminary reports as 
to railroad gross earnings indicate ex­ 
ceptionally 
good 
showings for the 
monthly and half yearly period; the 
gains, in fact, being the heaviest re­ 
ported thi© year. 
Distributive business on seasonable 
account is naturally on a small scale, 
but orders for fall delivery are reported 
particularly liberal and making favor­ 
able comparisons with last year. 
In the iron trade the strength of prices 
and demand is still the most notable 
feature, farther advances in pigirou be­ 
ing notable this week, quotations for 
Bessemer iron going well above the $80 
mark. 
Tile question of supplies of raw 
and partly manufactured material is re­ 
ceiving increased attention, aud delays 
growing out of inadequate supplies tire 
becoming increasingly numerous. 
Another strong situation is found in 
the woolen trode. Price© of ‘the better 
grades have been advanced this week 
on active demand from dealers and 
manufacturers and in sympathy with 
the advance at London. The manu­ 
factured product is strong and the new 
season opens well. Cotton has strength 
ened quite considerably owing to very 
heavy rains, culminating in disastrous 
floods in Texas. 
The wheat market has moved within 
a narrow range this week, weather con 
ditions furnishing the basis for most of 
the changes shown. 
Rather more strength is noted in 
lumber aud the same is true of leather 
particularly calfskins. 
Sugar ho© sym 
pathized with tendencies of foreign 
markets in which speculative activity 
has figured conspicuously. Th© exten 
sion of the guarantee period on refined 
grades give color to earlier reports that 
competition will not be specially bitter 
during the canning season.

The Canada Thistle. 


I he law in Indiana against the Can 
ads thistle is ss follows: 


“Any person or persons who sha I 
knowingly allow Canada thistle 
or 
thistles to grow and mature, or shall 
allow any Canada thistle or thistles to 
grow until they orauy of them become 
of the length of four inches, measuring 
from the surface of the soil to the end 
or tip of the stem above the surface of 
the f round, upon his, her or their land 
or upon acy land which they may have 


under their charge or control, shall be 


deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon cor.victiun thereof, shall be fined, 
for the first offense, in any sum not 
more than twenty dollars, and for the 


second or each subsequent offense shall, 
upon conviction, be fined in any sum 


not Ie*s than ten nor more than fifty 
dollars.” 


The same provisions apply to each 
supervisor on the roads under h;s su­ 
pervision and every roadmaster of any 
railroad.
